Straits Bridge, New Charter, Water . District Are Endorse

AT GATHERING 


Carquinez Bridge Favored By 
Speakers; Change in City 
Charter Discussed at Talk 


All the seats provided at the long 
table in Martin’s Grill for the lunch- 
eon meeting of the Richmond Indus- 
trial Commission yesterday were fill- 
ed by interested citizens who listened 
to the various discussions of devel- 
opment subjects or took part in them. 

The bridging of Carquinez Straits 
was one of the for: most topics. There 
was quite a delegation present rep- 
resenting the San Francisco Transit 
Company, which was the first to ap- 
ply. for a franchise and submit fig- 
ures of costs and revenues. Among 
those at the meeting for this com- 
pany were Dr. Otto G. Freyermuth, 
president; Henry Martins, vice presi- 
dent, and Fred C. Goodcell, special 
representative. 

Secretary Harry W. Wernse, who 
presided in the absence of President 
George S. Wall, said that a bridge 
across the straits would be of 1im- 
mense benefit to Richmond because 
of the traiffic it would create and 
called upon Dr. Freyermuth. 

The president of the Transit Com- 
pany said the bridge was of para- 
mount importance, not only to Rich- 
mond and Contra Costa county, but 
to the entire State of California, His 
company, the said, had worked on the 
Proposition until it had all the plans 
prepared by the most expert engin- 
eers in the country and had the finan- 
cing ready and had then applied for 
a franchise. If that franchise were 
granted everything was ready to go 
ahead with the work, he said. 

The matter of location, which some 
people were tryin to make an issue, 
was just about as much one as the 
location of a factory on any particu- 
lar would be, he said. Some people 
for certain reasons would: want it 
one place and some another. The 
very best site from all engineering 
features had been selected, ‘he said. 

Unanimous indorsement of the San 
Francisco Transit Company’s propo- 
‘sition was given, C. R. Beatty mak- 
ing the motion, and it was asked that 
every person present and all others 
interested in development, work for 
the Straits bridge. 

Assemglyman Thomas Carlson, Wil- 
bur Pierce, attorneys for the bridge 
company, were both present. - As- 
semblyman Carlson said the San 
Francisco Transit Company had been 
the first to apply for a franchise and 
had-its plans all worked out and the 
financing ready, and that others had 
applied for franchises, giving differ- 
ent locations. He said that some per- 
sons wanted to stop the bride project 
in the interest of ‘the ferry com- 
panies. It is up to the Supervisors 
to mrake a choice, he said, and that 
choice should rightly be in favor of 
the company that is financed and is 
ready to go ahead. 

He asked alll present to realize the 
importance of the bridge to Rich- 
mond, ‘Contra Costa and the whole 
State, and said, that everyone present 
should exert an individual influence 
to have the franchise granted. _

A cordon of New Jersey state mee 
lice today surrounded the home of

murdered on the night of September

indicated that the authorities believe 
that they will prove important fac- | 
tors in solving’ the mystery.
